* Private pension plan cannot be used as 
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security for purchases nor attached nor gar- 
nisheed to secure payment of a debt. Alberta 
is the only province in Canada to have this 
type of protection for employees built in its 
pension Act. 

— employer-employee contributions to a priv- 
ate pension plan must be set aside in a sep- 
arate fund or in the form of premiums to an 
insurance company. This measure is to en- 
sure that promises in pension plans will be 
kept and that the money provided by such 
contributions will not be used for any other 
purpose other than the payment of pension 
benefits. 

— money paid into a private pension fund 
by the employer and employees must be in- 
vested in securities with a proven record. 
— employers must provide employee mem- 
bers of a private pension plan with a written 
explanation of the plan outlining the benefits 
for which they are eligible, as well as their 
responsibilities and rights. This may be in 
the form of a booklet or a copy of the actual 
text of the plan. 


One of the first duties of the Alberta Pension 
Branch in the New Year is to circulate regula- 
tions under the Act to all employers in the 
province. Following distribution of the regula- 
tions, employers will then be notified of the ef- 
fective date for compliance with the Act. They 
will be expected to complete an information 
return and also provide the Branch with a copy 
of the company pension plan and any amend- 
ments. If the plan complies with the Act, a Cer- 
tificate of Registration will be issued to the 
company. If not, the employer will be asked 
to make adjustments to it in order to qualify 
for the Certificate. An annual review will be 
made of all private pension plans in the province.

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Legislative Building 
Will Be Floodlit 


Floodlights were turned on New Year's Eve 
to illuminate the Alberta Legislative Building, 
with the effect shown in the artist’s sketch 
above. The basic lighting will be in an amber 
hue from 70 sodium floodlights spaced around 
the perimiter of the building at ground level 
and shining upward, six to eight feet out from 
the foundation. Forty-eight fluorescent floodlights 
around the top balcony will outline the pillars 
and railing in amber, and 38 quartz floodlights 
of 1,500 watts each, mounted under the front 
canopy and under balconies will emphasize pil- 
lars and windows with the lighting. [lumination 
of the dome, installed almost 30 years ago with 
24 incandescent flbodlights, will remain unt 
changed. Alberta Department of Public Works 
electricians who installed hundreds of feet of 
pipe and cable for the system are proud that 
their work was done without marring the build- 
ing’s stonework or exposing any pipe. The system 


will use 125 kilowatts of electricty.

Only 30.8 per cent of Tested | 
Pass Initial Provincial Safety E 


ReEvets OF THE Alberta Department of 
Highways vehicle testing centre program 
this summer as described in Within Our Borders, 
August 1966, show that of 9,335 vehicles tested 
throughout the province, only 30.8% passed the 
initial test. Minimum safety margin standards 
used by the Safety Division of the Department 
for the testing were those laid down by the 
Automobile Manufacturers’ Association in co- 
operation with the American Association of 
Motor Vehicle Administrators. 


Vehicles tested were voluntarily submitted 
by private motorists and, as was anticipated, the 
centres attracted the more conscientious of 
motorists and also a high proportion of late 
model vehicles. Motorist reaction to the testing 
centres was good as witnessed by the 18.8% 
re-check statistic indicating that immediate 
action was taken with faults found and the 
vehicle re-submitted while the testing unit was 
still in the area. 


Headlight faults accounted for 46% of failures 
and it was discovered that confusio

Increased Living Allowances Are Now Provided 
Persons Taking Training In New Skills Progratl 


LBERTA’S MANPOWER training programs are now offering sub- 
stantially increased allowances to encourage the unemployed, handi- 
capped and under-skilled to seek the training they need for industrial and 


commercial occupations. 


Under a new federal-provincial agreement administered in the pro- 
vinee by Alberta's Department of Education, the new allowances paid to 
trainees range from $35.00 to $83.00 a week compared with $20.00 to 
$50.00 just a year ago. The new schedule is as follows:

of a resolution to Council, requesting Provincial approval to investigate 
the need and demand for a subsidized public housing project. On receiving 
approval, the municipality was then assisted by the Peace River Regional 
Planning Commission and the Peace River Health Unit to conduct the 
survey. The municipality sent out a letter and questionnaire to local resi- 
dents pointing out that funds were available from Federal and Provincial 
sources for subsidized housing projects if a demonstrated need and demand 
was shown, The concept of public housing, with rent geared to gross 
monthly income exclusive of family allowance was also explained. Sample 
rents were quoted to cover heat, water, hot water, stove and refrigerator; 
a family with monthly income of $100 would pay $25 rent; with $202-$54; 


with $251-$69; with $300-$85 and with $350-$102. 


Peace River residents, whose present housing was inadequate and 
who were interested in renting such accommodation, were asked to com- 
plete the questionnaire and return it to City Hall and were advised that 
they were not obligated to rent if such housing became available and were 
further advised that all information would be held in the strictest confidence. 
Returned were 152 questionnaires showing interest and it was determined 
that 94 new family housing units were required. 


Ground was broken early this spring to construct the first 30 family 
units at a cost of $498,000.00. Each has a full basement, stove and refri- 
gerator. Of the 30 units, 22 have three bedrooms and eight have four. 
The average rental is about $60.00 a month and is set after examining 
the total gross income of the family. The project is administered and main- 
tained by the Peace River Housing Authority, under an executed aggree- 
ment with the Provincial Government. Much of the credit for the public 
housing project is due to the initiative of the municipality of Peace River 
since it was the first in the Province to apply to Provincial and Federal 
authorities for financial assistance under the Alberta Housing Act and the 
National Housing Act. Under these Acts and through a partnership ar- 
rangement of the three senior Governments in 1965, capital costs, subsidy, 
operating losses or profits are to be shared as follows: Provincial Govern- 
ment 15%, Federal Government 75% and the municipality 10%. These 
contributions can be amortized over a 50 year period. 


With completion of the first project, except for landscaping, the 
municipality of Peace River has now applied for assistance to build another 
30 units of the 94 recommended by its 1965 housing survey. 


Other Alberta communities which also have public housing projects 
underway or in the final stages include Fort McMurray with 42 units, Slave 
Lake with 36 units and Drumheller with 26 units. e

test tungsten carbide tipped steel blades over 
the same period. 


In the snow plow operation the travelling 
shoe supports most of the weight while an at- 
tached blade collects snow from the pavement. 
As the blade wears away, the shoe can be ad- 
justed for height although this too is subject 
to a certain amount of wear. 


The main disadvantage of the normal steel 
blade is that of rigidity resulting in severe wear 
of the blade or pavement damage when operating 
on uneven surfaces. The average life of a steel 
blade is 150 miles although, on occasion, they 
have had to be changed as often as three times 
a day. Although blade cost is low, lost time in 
operation and replacement labour charges add to 
it considerably. The Alberta Department of 
Highways anticipates using over 500,000 pounds 
of steel in snow blade replacement this winter. 


The rubber blades are expected to “live” in 
excess of 3,000 miles. A prototype tested last 
year without the support of a shoe operated 
effectively for over 3,300 miles. 


The highly expensive tungsten carbide blades 
to be tested in Manitoba are purported to cope 
with between 7,000 - 10,000 miles. It will be the 
operating cost factors and actual performance 
figures that decide the true economics of: 

Tungsten Blade: $25.00 per foot = 7-10,000

O PROVIDE THE SPACE necessary for ef- 

ficient operation, the Alberta Department of 
Public Welfare is now located in the Executive 
Building, 109th Street and Jasper Avenue, in 
Edmonton. 

Altogether, nine floors of the ten-storey build- 
ing are occupied by the Department. The Person- 
nel Department is located on the first floor, with 
staff training and stationery on the second, and 
accounting on the third and fourth. The fifth 
floor contains the Public Assistance Branch, the 
sixth is devoted to files, and the Child Welfare 
Branch is housed on the seventh floor. 
Homes and Institutions and Maintenance and 
Recovery Branches are on the eighth floor. The 
ninth floor is occupied by the Metis Area Re- 
habilitation Branch, Emergency Welfare Services 
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and the executive offices, including those of the 
Minister, the Deputy Minister and the Director 


of Welfare.
